PETTIGREW S PLANS 


Dakotvs Delegate Dect Interviewed as to 
Ilts plans—He proposes an Improved Ad- 
mmission Bill and Gives his Idon» on Other 
Subjects 

Special to the Chicago Inter-Ocean 


Washington, Feb 6—The Hon R P 
Pettigrew, delegate in the next Congress 
from Dakota, now in the city, 1n conver- 
gation with your correspondent to-day, 
announced his intentions and opinions 
regarding various matters legislative and 
political in bis Territory 

“I intend to remain here until the md- 
We of March, at least, whether there be 
an extra session or not At the next ses- 
sion I intend to mtroduce a bill for the 
division of Dakota and the admission of 
the southern portion as a state, in acor- 
dance with the wishes of the people In- 
stead of providing for but thirty six dcl- 
egates in the constitutional convention, 
my bill will provide for at least 100 mom 
bers, and instead of appointing the del- 
egates on the number ot voters my bill 
will apportion m the population South 
Dakota bas a population of 82,000 people 
unde: the pew census, and cast 7,000 
votes ‘The Black Hills country also cist 
7,000 votes, and bas but 16,000 people, 
aud many of these are transient ‘he 
unfairness of making ın appottionment 
on the voteis apputent by the figures 
‘fhe present bill provides for grants of 
land of but 70 sections for a university, 
50 sections for apenitentinry, and 5U sec- 
tions for state buildings My bill wail 
demand 100 sections each for the univer- 
sity, penitentiary, state buildings, insane 
asylum, unormal gchools, and deat avd 
dumb and blind institute ” 

“Dou’t you think this 1g more than 
congress will allow »” was asked 

Mr Pettigrew rephed “This is + 
larger grant than many other western 
states have recened ot arable land, bat 
it must be remembered that they have 
received large grants of swamp lands 
Minnesota, Lowa and Wisconsin bawe 
hundreds of thousands of acres of swamp 
lands ‘The new state of Dakota bas no 
swamp lands within her borders, aud 1s 
theretore entitled to more arable lands 
Besides this, Dakota will have when ad 
mitted more acies of government lend 
than any other state bad except Califor- 
ma We make this land profitable by 
developing that open to market ‘There 
is no railway grantin the proposed new 
state, except a stnp thirty-five miles 
long on the Winona and St Peter ran- 
road” 

Correspondent—What are you gomg 
todo with the objection that the bigSiour 
reservation impedes the settlement of 
the new state? 

Mr Pettigiew—The reseivation con- 
tains 30 000 square miles,and 20 009 Indi- 
ans ocenpy it T would disarm and dis- 
mount these Indians, for they are as well 
armed as United States troops, 
and allot to each one of them » quater 
section m scveralty ‘Lhe balance of 
aoout 25,000 squire miles should be re 
leased by them and sold fo. their bene- 
ht, the procce ls to be expended in tools, 
schools, and theu support and civilation 

“Why, my dear sir, the balince of the 
ternitory, iside from the reservation, has 
over $0,000 squ ne miles, capable ot sus- 
tanung 1 populition of 1,500,000 ” 

“I mtend to tiy to get + bill through 
enabling settlers to acquire title to the 
dned up lakes 1a Dakota which compri- 
ses thousands of acres of valuable arable 
land The legislature of the territory 
bas just passed a joint resolution asking

The jomt committee appointed by 
both branches of the Dakota legislituie 
tomatures scheme for the apportion- 
ment of the representation in the next 
legislature, rnd m accordance with its 
conclusions, a bill has been mtroduced

Since the introduction of Delegate 
Bennett’s bill for the division of Dakota 
and the admission of the southern por-

The follomng message was received 


‘ from the governor 


Executive Othce, Terntory of Dakota, ' 
February 16th, 1881 —To the house of 
Representatives of the Terntory of Da-} 
kota I return herewith to the house of ! 
representatives, in which body 3t ongi- 
nated, bill No 45, eptitled “An act cre- 
ating the county of Walsh, denaing 108 
boundanes, and for other purposes,” 
without my approval and siguature, aud 
with my objectiona thereto 

I This bill contravenes a general 
principle which I regard os eminently 
just and sacred, viz That orgamred 
counties should not be dzsmembered or 
divided without the consent of a mayjor- 
ity of the legal voters in all counties to 
be affected by such division or dismem- 
berment This doctrine, Fam informed, is 
embodied ın s general bil now before the 
legislature 

IL This bill proposes to cresto the 
new county of Walsh out of the south- 
ern portion of Pembina county aad the 
northero portion of Grand Forks county 
without adjusting the shire of the present 
bonded aud iloating indebtedness ot these 
counties which the proposed county of 
Walsh should assume 

II The bill only provides for sub- 
mitting the question of division and for- 
mation of a new county to the voters in 
the portions proposed to be tahen from 
Pemovina and Grand Forks counties who 
will have a strong pecuniary inducement 
to vote to be thus set olf ım order 
to escape their just share of 
the indebteduess of those counties, 
whereas justice to all the taxpayers in 
Grand Forks and Pembina counties re- 
quires that the question of division und 
formation of anew county should be 
submitted to a vote of the people in both 
of these counties before any dismember- 
ment is made 

IV The bill proposes to fix the east 
line of the new county on the west bank 
of the Red river, while the organic act
